Cash  receipts  in  most  States  in  1918  were  not  very  much  different  from  those  of 
I9H7,  with  an  average  increase  of  only  3  percent  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  For  the 
most  part,  the  largest  increases  occurred  in  the  south  central  States.  The  decreases, 
all  of  which  were  slight,  were  principally  in  the  north  central  States. 
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Farm  operators  in  the  United  States  realized  net  incomes  tenta- 
tively estimated  at  I7.I;  Mllion  dollars  in  19Ug.    The  decline  from  IJ.S 
"billion  dollars  in  19^7  T^as  more  than  2  percent,  and  was  the  first  drop 
in  10  years. 

Sealized  net  inccane  of  farm  operators  includes  the  value  of  crops 
and  livestock  sold,  or  placed  under  Government  loan/  or  used  in  the  farm 
home  during  the  year,  plus  Government  payments  to  farmers  and  the  rental 
value  of  farm  dwellings,  and  minus  production  expenses.    It  does  not  include 
the  value  of  net  changes  in  farm  inventories  of  crops  and  livestock.  Cash 
receipts  and  gross  farm  income  increased  more  than  2  percent  in  19U8,  reach- 
ing new  record  highs;  "but  production  expenses  increased  almost  8  percent. 

The  net  income  from  farming  of  all  persons  on  farms  increased 
again  in  19^8.    This  includes  wages  paid  hired  farm  workers  living  on  farms 
and  an  adjustment  for  net  changes  in  farm  inventories,  in  addition  to  the 
realized  net  income  of  farm  operators.    Average  net  income  from  farming 
per  person  living  on  farms  rose  6  percent  in  19^8  to  ^]lS, 

Income  of  persons  on  farms  from  nonfarm  sources  is  tentatively 
estimated  at  5»3  "billion  dollars  in  19^8,  or  $193  psi"  person.    So  per  capita 
income  of  farm  people  from  all  sources  was  $909,  or  7  percent  more  than  in 
I9U7.    This  compares  with  an  estimated  average  of  $1,5^9  for  nonfarm  people, 
which  was  8  percent  higher  than  in  19^7* 

As  farm  income  rose  less  than  nonfarm  income  on  a  per  capita  "basis, 
the  parity-income  ratio  declined  slightly  for  the  second  year  in  a  row — the 
latest  "being  from  I62  in  19^7  "to  16O  in  19^8.    These  ratios  were  computed 
in  accordance  with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1932*       which  parity 
income  is  defined  as  '♦that  per  capita  net  income  of  individuals  on  farms 
from  farming  operations  that  "bears  to  the  per  capita  net  income  of  indi- 
viduals not  on  farms  the  same  relation  as  prevailed"  during  the  years  1910-1^. 
In  other  words,  parity  is  not  defined  in  terms  of  equality  of  incomes  or 
living  standards,  "but  in  terms  of  a  per  capita  ratio  that  existed  in  the 
years  "before  the  first  Vforld  War,  when  average  dollar  per  capita  income  of 
farm  people  from  farming  was  about  28  percent  of  average  dollar  per  capita 
nonfarm  income.    Income  of  farm  people  from  nonfarm  sources  is  not  taken 
into  account  in  the  current  measurement  of  parity  income  "because  estimates 
are  not  available  for  the  1910~lU  "base  period. 

Parity  income  has  "been  redefined  in  the  Agricultural  Act  of  19^ 
as  "that  gross  income  from  agriculture  which  will  provide  the  farm  operator 
and  his  family  with  a  standard  of  living  equivalent  to  those  afforded  persons 
dependent  upon  other  gainful  occupation."    This  new  definition  does  not 
"become  effective  until  January  1,  1950;         it  cannot  "be  satisfactorily 
measured  with  the  information  currently-  availa"ble.    But  parity  farm  income 
under  the  present  definition  is  not  generally  accepted  as  "being  sufficient 
to  provide  living  standards  equivalent  to  those  of  nonfarm  people;  and  it 
seems  reasona'ble  to  assume  that  any  recalculation  under  the  new  definition 
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is  certain  to  raise  the  level  o-f  parity  as  applied  to  farm  income.    As  already 
indicated,  average  per  capita  dollar  income  of  all  farm  people,  including  in- 
come from  nonfarm  sources ,  ' was  .only  5^  Percent  of  the  average  dollar  income 
of  nonfarm  people  in  l^kS. 

More  detailed  estimates  for  19^3  and  comparisons  with  I9U6  and  19^7 
are  give.n  in  tallies  5'~S  of  this  report.     These  tatjles  correspond  with  talDles 
2-5  on  pages  15  s^rni  16  of  the  Farm'  Income  Situation  for  August -September  19^8, 
where  data  for  earlier  years  ma;^'-  "be  found.     The  19^S_  estimates  are  all  pre- 
liminary, "but  revisions  are  not  to  he  expected  until  June  pr  later. 

CASH      GLUTS  IN  FEBRUARY  1^'%  ■  . 

Farmers  will  prohahly  reoeive  around  2  "billion  dollars  from  marketings 
in  Fe"br-uary.     This  is  20  percent  less  than  receipts  in  January  of  this,  year-, 
"but  IQ-percent  more  than  receipts  in  re"bruary  of  last  year,     x rices  on  the  whole 
will  "be  down  from  January »  and  "below  those  of  a  year  ago,.     The  total  volume  of 
marketings,  though  down  seasonally  "because  of  the  shorter  month,  will  "be  larger 
than  in  FelDruary  of  last  year  "because  of  increased  sales  of  meat  animals  and 
corn. 

The  proportion  of  total  cash  receipts  attri"buta"ble  to  livestock  and 
products  generally  increases  at  the  "beginning  of  the  year  as  crop  marketings 
are  gradually  reduced.     In  Decem"ber,  total  cash  receipts  were  ahout  evenly 
divided  "betv^een  the  two  sources,  "but  in  Fe'bruary  livestock  will  account  for 
three-fifths  of  the  total.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  in  Fe"bruary 
will  "be  around  1.2  "billion  dpllars,  10  percent  "belov;  this  January  "but  a  little 
a"bove  Fe"bruary  i9^S.    Meat-animal  prices  will  prolDahly  average  a  little  lower, 
marlcbrngs  are  down  though  less  than'  seasonall;-' ,  and  cash  receipts  from  meat 
animals  may  "be  10  or  I5  percent  "below  the  previous  month.     They  v;ill  pro"bahly 
"be  c onsidera"bly  higher  than  a  year  ago,  however,  "because  of  larger  marketings. 
Receipts  from  dairy  products  are  declining  seasonally  from  January,  and  will 
pro'ba"bly  "be  lower  than  in  Fe'bruary  19^8  "because  of  lower  prices.     Cash  receipts 
from  poultry  and  eggs  vdl'l  "be  m.uch  the  same  as  in  this  January,  with  slightly 
lower  prices  of  "both  poult r^'-  and  eggs  offset  "by  a  seasonal  increase  in  egg 
marketings.    But  receipts  from  i^oultry  and  eggs  will  "be  slightly  larger  than 
a  year  ago  "because  of  higher  prices.  .  .  ■  • 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  Fe'bruary  are  showing  the  usual  large 
seasonal  decline  from  January.    But  they  will  "be  higher  than  a  year  ago,  mostly 
"because  of  i-ncreased  receipts  from  corn. 

CASH  RECEIPTS,   JAFJARY  -  FEBRUARY  I9V9 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  in  the  first  2  months  of  19^9  are  expect.ed 
to  total  a"bout  Uo5  "billion  dollars,  which  is  a  little  more  than  their  receipts 
in  the  same  period  last  year.     Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  may  not 
equal  the  2.6  billion  dollars  of  last  year.  .  Slightly  larger  milk  production 
and  increased  meat-animal  marketings  are  not.  enough  to  offset  lov/er  prices. 
But  cash  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  may  he  a  little  above  last  year.  Total 
crop  receipts  may  be  I5  percent  more  than  receipts  in  the  first  2  months  of 
last  year>     Increases  in  receipts  from  corn  and  cotton  will  more  thaii  offset 
a  decline  for  v;heat .

Farmers  in  most  States  received  a  little  more  money  from  the  Sc?,le 

of  their  products  in  19^S  than  they  did  in  19'+7.    Sut  some  farmers  did  not 

share  in  the  increase;  and  many  others  found  that  small  f^ams  in  gross  re- 
ceipts were  more  than  offset  "by  rising  costs.* 

Preliminary  19^^  e'stimates  of  cash  receipts  hy  States  are  given  in 
tahle  k;  and  their  percentage  changes  from  15^7  are  shovm  in  the  cover  chart. 
In  a  fe^r  States  there  were  relatively  large  gains  over  the  previous  year. 
Small  declines  occurred  in  a  fev/  other  States.    But  small  increases  were  the 
rule . 

Declines  were  mainly  in  the  north  central  States,  and  the  larger 
increases  were  primarily  in  the  south  central  States,  as  indicated  "by  the 
chart.     The  two  largest  percentage  gains,  however,  occurred  outi-:ide  this  area. 
A  23--percent  rise  in  total  cash  receipts  in  Delaware  was  due  almost  entirely 
to  increased  receipts  from  "broilers.     In  Connecticut,  total  receipts  were  19 
percent  higher,  with  crops  up       percent  and  livestock  and  products,  13  per- 
cent.   These  gains  were  due  largely  to  substantial  increases  in  receipts  from 
tobacco  and  m.ilk. 

Six  States  showed  increases  in  total  receipts  of  from  10  to  15  per- 
cent.    In  Arkansas,  Mississippi,  Alabama^  and  Louisiana,  "by  far  the  greatest 
part  of  the  increase  was  due  to,  cotton.     In  Ilissouri  also,  cotton  played  the 
most  important  part,  hut  gains  in  wheat,  meat  animals,  and  dairy  products 
were  also  noteworthy.     As  cotton  is  of  major  importance  in  all  these  States, 
the  relatively  large  19^3  cotton  crop  had  considera'ble  influence  on  their 
total  cash  receipts.     V/lieat  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  Montana. 
Although  production  of  wheat  in  the  country  as  a  whole  v;as  dov/n  in  19^8, 
production  in  Montana  v/as  up  nearly  kO  percent,  and  this  was  only  partly  off- 
set "by  lower  prices. 

In  seven  States,  suhstantial  increases  in  livestock  receipts,  rangin 
from  10  to  l6  percent,  vrere  partly  offset  "by  declines  or  smaller  gains  in  crop 
receipts.     In  Maryland,  "broilers  made  the  most  important  gains,  \/ith  lesser 
increases  in  meat  animals  and  dairy  products  offset  "by  decreases  in  wheat, 
to"bacco,  and  corn.     In  Vermont ^  Tew  York,  and  '.visconsin,  dairy  products  were 
almost  entirely  responsible  for  total  live-^tock  gains.     In  Pennsylvania  and 
Virginia,  all  the  major  livestock  groups  showed  considera'ole  increases;  "but 
in  Pennsylvania  dairy  products  were  the  most  important  vz-hereas  meat  animals 
took  the  lead  in  Virginia. 

In  three  other  States — Oklahoma,  Arizona,  and  Oregon — gains  of  10 
percent  or  more  in  crop  receipts  v^ere  accompanied  by  smaller  increases  in  the 
livestock  group.    Larger  receipts  from  wheat  v/ere  most  important  in  Oklahoma 
and  in  Oregon.    But  in  Arizona,  the  increase  in  total  crop  receipts  was  due 
mostly  tc  cotton  and  vegetables. 


*Estimates  of  production  expenses  and  net  farm  income  are  not  available  for 

individual  States.    But  that  the  realized  net  income  of  most  fcirmers  declined 

in  I9U8  is  evident  from  the  United  States  totals  given  elsevzhere  in  this 
report. 
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Several  States  .  suffered  suTDstantial  declines  in  crop  receipts  with 
only  small  offsettin-?:  gains  in  total  lilfestock  receipts^    This  was  the  case 
in  Ioi;a,   South.  Dakota,  Nehraska,  and  Illinois,  reflecting  the  unusually  small 

corn  crop  (most  of  which  was  sold..i?i,  19^8) ,  and  in  New  Mexico  where  the 
19-^-8  wh<^::at  production  was  down.  '■'  . 

Changes  in  other  States  were  relatively  small-  either,  way  for  "both 
crops  and  livestock..    And  for  the  country  as  a  whole  the  increase  from  19^+7 
to,..19U5  in  total  cash  receipts  was  less,  than  3  percent.    The  nationwide  total 
for  livestock'  and  products  was  up  6  percent  from  19^7»  v^ith  a ^ smaller  total 
volume  of  marketings  more  than  offset  hy  a  ,9~P<^rcent  iner*ease  in  average 
prices^    On  the  other  hand,  the  United.  States  total  of  cf bp'receipts  was  off 
ahout  1  percent,  a  small  increase  in  total  marketings- having  heen  outv/eighed 
hy  price  declines.
